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Bridge could hold key 
to reducing congestion 



Civic leaders sayaroad linking the two ends of St James Mill Road could alleviate gridlock scenes around St James

Councillor: ‘Link road 
won’t solve everything’ 


A bridge could offer the 
solution to congestion in the St 
Janies area of Northampton, 
according the town’s 
Labourgroup. 

Earlier in the month civic lead¬ 
ers sent a plea to the Trans¬ 
port Secretary to dispose of a 
stretch of redundant railway 
track, which is preventing the 
two ends of St James Mill Road 
from being linked up. 

Northampton’ Borough 
Council, the county council, 
two MPs and the two local en¬ 
terprise partnerships serving 
Northamptonshire said the 
project would be key to improv¬ 
ing traffic flow around the new 
railway station by allowing an 
alternative ‘L-shaped’ route be¬ 
tween Towcester Road and the 
A4500. 

Plans for the road have 
been delayed because it would 
have to cross a stretch of an old 
freight line which, despite be¬ 
ing unused, is still being consid¬ 
ered for future use by Network 
Rail. 

Last week there was a re¬ 
newed call to speed the project 
along by taking a route over the 
railway. 

Councillor Gareth Eales 
(Lab, Spencer) was due to make 
a motion at Monday night’s full 
borough council meeting that 
the authority considers “an 
alternative option,” such as 
building a bridge over the dis¬ 
used track, ‘at the earliest op¬ 
portunity’. 

The motion reads:“It would 
increase the economic viability 
of the south-west district and 
particularly the Waterside En¬ 
terprise Zone and the new rail 
station. 

“Also the major problem 
of heavy traffic on Saints and 
Cobblers match days would be 
much improved.” 

Congestion-hit St James 
residents have called for the 
link road to be built as soon pos¬ 


sible. Secretary of the district’s 
residents association, Graham 
Croucher,said: “It would make 
a huge difference to St James. 

“It would offer an alterna¬ 
tive route for traffic to take 
when things get snarled up. 
On the other hand that railway 
could be equally important to 
the town, so perhaps we need to 
find the money to fund a bridge. 
That’s the ideal situation. 

“The line goes all the way to 
Brackmills so there could be 
an opportunity there for com¬ 
panies to deliver freight on the 
rails.” 


■ Northamptonshire coun¬ 
ty Councillor Jill Hope (Lib 
Dem, Sixfields) said the 
link road plan would not be 
a miracle cure to conges¬ 
tion around St James. 

■ “It will help to some ex¬ 
tent,” she said. “But it will 
move traffic to the St James 
Retail Park area which, 

as you know, is already 


clogged up. I’m worried 
whether the supporters of 
the scheme have done the 
traffic modelling around 
this. Also where is the 
money going to come from? 
It might be absolutely won¬ 
derful to build a bridge, 
but at a time when we are 
struggling to pay for basic 
services.” 


New sausage and cider festival in town

ampton next month with 
the launch of the town’s first 
Northampton Sausage and 
Cider Festival. 

The event, similar to the 
Towcester Sausage and Ci¬ 
der festival, will be held at 
Old Scouts RFC in Rushmere 
Road on June 21 and 22. 

It will help to raise money 
for the rugby club and for a 
charity set up by the family 
of Northampton schoolboy, 
Luis Ghaut, who is suffering 


from osteosarcoma. 

The sausages are made 
by hand by gourmet sausage 
maker Duncan Brown, who 
lives in Northampton. 

The festival runs from 
noon-npm on Saturday, 
June 21 and noon-9pm on 
Sunday, June 22. There will 
be live music on both days. 
Entry for adults is £5. Chil¬ 
dren are free.

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The new Next store in the Grosvenor Centre is opening ahead of schedule 


Next will be moving into the 
former House of Fraser unit 
in Northampton’s Grosvenor 
Centre in October, it has been 
announced. 

Signs have been put up out¬ 
side the large vacant unit, 
which covers two floors of the 
shopping centre, and has been 
empty since the department 
store closed in March. 

Next, which will be mov¬ 
ing from its current location 
in Market Walk, is set to fill 
part of the ground floor of the 
site, which also includes the 
former Miss Selfridge unit, in 
October. 

No opening date has yet 
been announced for when Pri- 
mark - who will also take up a 
large proportion of the House 
of Fraser site - will move in to 
the Grosvenor Centre. 

A spokesman for Gros¬ 
venor Centre owners, Legal 
& General, said: “We are look¬ 
ingforwardtowelcoming Next 
to the Grosvenor Centre later 
this year. Its large new store 
will take a significant propor¬ 
tion of the prime space vacated 


in March.” 

The new Primark will be 
three times larger than the ex¬ 
isting store in Abington Street, 
while Next will occupy a 16,500 
sq ft space on the ground floor 
of the Grosvenor Centre on a 
15-year lease. Legal and Gen¬ 
eral said in December that the 
deal showed both Primark and 
Next wanted to “commit for 
the long term”. 

Legal & General also said 


last year that Primark and 
Next would not take over all of 
the floor space left by House of 
Fraser as there would still be 
space left over for “one small 
store”. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman 
for the Sainsbury’s store in the 
Grosvenor Centre said the clo¬ 
sure of the Greyfriar’s bus sta¬ 
tion had not had a negative 
impact on the footfall in the 
supermarket.

20 weeks of jams 
at junction works 




Motorists have faced queues up 
to three miles long in the first 
days of major roadworks near 
Northampton town centre... 
with school run traffic due to re¬ 
turn next week. 

Roadworks at the junction of 
Bedford Road and Victoria Prom¬ 
enade began on Monday and are 
set to last up to 20 weeks. 

Even during the traditionally 
quieter traffic of the school holi¬ 
days, morning rush hour vehicles 
yesterday queued from North¬ 
ampton General Hospital to Lit¬ 
tle Houghton. 

Some motorists reported 
queuing for 45 minutes to get 
through the temporary traffic 
lights. 


Northamptonshire County 
Council and Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council proposed the im¬ 
provement work as they believe 
the junction has long been over 
capacity. 

A spokeswoman from North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
said: “There will always be some 
disruption with a scheme like 
this, but the long-term benefits 
will make it worthwhile. 

“This is a hugely significant 
scheme for Northampton as not 
only will the work both improve 
traffic flow and reduce conges¬ 
tion, it will also support the re¬ 
generation of the town centre, as 
it is an essential element of the 
development of Northampton’s 
Waterside Enterprise Zone and 


the new university campus.” 

Work will include wider 
lanes approaching the junction 
along Bedford Road, a dedicat¬ 
ed left-turn lane from Bedford 
Road into Victoria Prome¬ 
nade and improved pedestrian 
crossings. 

And an ‘intelligent’ traffic sig¬ 
nal control will co-ordinate traf¬ 
fic movements in anticipation of 
future growth. 

The scheme is intended to 
complement other major high¬ 
ways projects on Northampton’s 
inner ring road which, com¬ 
bined, are aimed at improving 
traffic flows. 

The overall scheme will cost 
£i.3m and take approximately 20 
weeks to complete.

Students’ exam 
papers lost in post

Students at The Duston 
School have been told they 
would have to re-sit a set of 
exams after Royal Mail lost 
their papers in the post. 

Three weeks ago year 20 teen¬ 
agers on the childcare devel¬ 
opment course took their 
GCSE equivalent CACHE 
exam paper early because 
course leaders felt the group 
was performing well enough 
to do so. 

But on Wednesday par¬ 
ents of the pupils received a 
letter from the school saying: 
“We have had communication 
from the exam board that they 
have not received the exam pa¬ 
pers. 

“On further investigation 
it was discovered the papers 
were lost by Royal Mail.” 

Susan Freund, whose 
15-year-old daughter Betha¬ 
ny will now have to resit the 
exam on June 24, said she was 
furious at the blunder. Many 
pupils even attended revision 
sessions over their Easter Hol¬ 
idays. 

She said: “These exams are 


not just a ten-minute thing - 
these girls have now all got to 
resit a paper they thought they 
were finished with. They will 
be so stressed about it, they 
may well not get the grades 
they were expected to get.” 

Mrs Freund said she was 
shocked the school did not 
send the exam papers through 
a more secure method. 

She said: “You wouldn’t 
send a relative £100 of cash in 


the regular post would you? 

“At the very least I would 
have thought they would be 
sent by recorded delivery - or 
even courier.” 

The school said it was now 
investigating how the papers 
were lost. 

The letter to parents went 
on to say: “This is a very unu¬ 
sual and unfortunate situa¬ 
tion and has never happened 
at Duston School before.”

A Northampton woman has 
called on the Government to 
make cosmetic surgery eas¬ 
ily available to major weight 
losers on the N HS, after she 
was denied a life-changing’ 
operation. 

Louise Hirst, of Southfields, 
lost 17 stone in two years when 
she realised her weight had 
gotten out of control. 

But this week - after the 
National Institute for Health 
and Care Excellence (NICE) 
recommended the NHS paid 
for overweight people to go to 
slimming classes - she said the 
health service was not looking 
after those people who did 
manage to lose large amounts. 

Having gone from 32 stone 
to 15 stone since 2012, she has 
been left with a large fold of 
skin around her stomach. 


But after being refused 
the operation by the NHS, she 
has been told it will cost her 
£8,000 to get it done privately. 

She said: “It’s all very well 
the NHS paying for people to 
go to Weight Watchers, but 
what about the care after¬ 
wards? It’s a good thing to do 
with people, but at the end of 
the day the operation costs 
£8,000. You are going to have 
to put up with the embarrass¬ 
ment of lumps and bumps.” 

Mrs Kirk said the fold of 
skin is affecting her mobility. 

“It affects my daily life,” 
she said.”You have to be care¬ 
ful what you wear all the time. I 
don’t understand why it is j ust 
considered a ‘cosmetic treat¬ 
ment’. 

An apronectomy, to ‘tuck’ 
back the hanging skin, is rare¬ 
ly available on the NHS unless

“overriding physical or psy¬ 
chological” reasons make it 
necessary. 

Mrs Kirk said she will 
keep applying for the surgery 
through her GP. 


■ Grandmother-of-three 
Louise Hirst first started gaining large amounts of 
weight in 2002 when she was made redundant from 
her job as a shelter scheme manager in London. It 
led to 10 years of misery, in which the former prison 


officer ballooned to 32 stone and did not leave her 
home. A friend helped her turn that around in 2012 by 
helping her start on a weight-loss programme. “It was 
the best thing I ever did,” Mrs Hirst said. “I can go out 
now and buy clothes.”

Rare England cap sells 
at auction for £650 


A rare 100-year-old cap, 
awarded to a Northampton 
Town footballer who made 
history by becoming the short¬ 
est player ever to play for 
England, was sold for £650 at 
an auction, roughly double the 
amount expected. 

The 1913-1914 purple and 
white quartered Football As¬ 
sociation international trial 
cap was awarded to Frederick 
“Fanny” Walden, who went on 
to become England’s shortest 
football star after leaving the 
Cobblers. 

In his football socks, Wal¬ 
den was only five feet two-and- 
a-half inches tall. 

In the early 1900s, some po¬ 
tential England players were 
required to take part in tri¬ 
al matches to decide wheth¬ 
er they were good enough to 
play in internationals. 

Outside right Walden im¬ 
pressed sufficiently in his tri¬ 
al to play for England in 1914 
and again in 1922. In his book, 
An English Football Interna¬

tionalists’ Who’s Who, Douglas 
Lamming said: “This most di¬ 
minutive of footballers enjoyed 
a popularity in inverse propor¬ 
tion to his size. 

“Crowds revelled in his 
capacity to wriggle past 
bigger opponents, outwitted 
by uncanny control and left 
floundering by smart accel¬ 
eration.” 

Frederick Ingram Walden 
was born in Wellingborough 
on March 1,1888, and after 
playing for local junior clubs, 
White Cross, All Saints and 
Redwell, he made the step up 
andjoined Northampton Town 
FC in 1909. 


Four years later, in April 
1913, the Cobblers sold him 
to Tottenham Hotspur for 
£i,750. 

That might not sound 
a lot of money now, but 100 
years ago that sum would 
have been enough to buy 
at least three decent houses in 
Northampton. 

Walden, nicknamed Fan¬ 
ny because of his size [it was 
slang at the time for someone 
of short stature], also played 
county cricket for North¬ 
amptonshire between 1910 
and 1929. He later became a 
first class cricket umpire and 
stood the square in several test 
matches. 

Before the sale, held at Gra¬ 
ham Budd Auctions in London 
on Thursday, May 22, Fanny 
Walden’s trial cap had been 
expected to fetch between 
£250 and £350, but in the end, 
it went for £650. 

Its sale coincided with the 
65th anniversary this month 
of his death, in Northamp¬ 
ton at the age of 61, on May 3, 
1949.

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Police pledge to keep 
young out of court 
and child arrests low 


Police have welcomed a drop 
in the number of child arrests 
and have said they will con¬ 
tinue to explore methods of 
dealing with young offenders 
outside the court room. 
According to new figures from 
the Howard League for Penal 
Reform charity, the number 
of children arrested by North¬ 
amptonshire Police has fallen 
by 58 per cent in five years. 

Chief Inspector Nick 
Purdie, of Northamptonshire 
Police, said: “The total number 
of arrests in the county is on a 
steady decline which is as we 
would expect with significant¬ 
ly falling crime rates. 

“The arrests of young peo¬ 
ple is in line with this trend. 
However, we do make partic¬ 
ular efforts not to criminalise 
young people and arrests for 
minor offences are avoided. 

“Northamptonshire Police 
works with a number of part¬ 
ners to engage with young 


people who may be involved 
in anti-social behaviour or 
causing a nuisance within a 
community to prevent any of¬ 
fending from escalating. 

“The police cannot break 
the cycle of offending alone, 
whether for young people or 
individuals more generally, 
and we work with educators, 
social services and others in 
an attempt to divert offenders 
from crime.” 


■ Child arrest figures for 
Northamptonshire have 
dropped continuously from 
3,069 in 2008 to 1,289 in 2013. 
Despite this positive trend, 
a Howard League spokes¬ 
person said: “Child arrests 
remain all too common na¬ 
tionwide. Last year, police 


Howard League chief exec¬ 
utive, Frances Crook, said: “It is 
encouraging to see that North¬ 
amptonshire Police are mak¬ 
ing significantly fewer arrests 
of children than they were in 
2008, thanks in part to our ef¬ 
fective campaigning. 

“A fall in the number of chil¬ 
dren entering the justice sys¬ 
tem is good news for everyone 
striving to reduce crime and 
saves the taxpayer millions. 


in England and Wales made 
129,274 arrests of children 
aged 17 and under, and an 
average of three primary 
school-age children were 
arrested everyday. In total, 
police made more than ^mil¬ 
lion arrests of children be¬ 
tween 2008 and 2013.”

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ROADTEST - NISSAN LEAFTEKNA 

Delight to drive in quiet and comfort

Forget all the talk about range 
anxiety and consider one sim¬ 
ple fact about the Nissan Leaf; 
it is a delight to drive. 

Push your right foot towards 
the floor and it takes off like a 
highly-civilised bat out of hell, 
with one major difference to 
most of the cars around it at 
the lights... lack of noise. 

At walking pace the Leaf 
makes no noise at all, apart 
from a distant hum built in to 
warn pedestrians of your ap¬ 
proach. At speed, it’s as calm 
inside as a bigger, plusher, 


dearer executive express. 

About the size of a Ford Fo¬ 
cus, the Leaf has room for five 
and has a decent boot.It will 
happily sit at 70mph on the 
motorway until the battery 
runs out and is a genuine de¬ 


light to manoeuvre around a 
crowded town centre, with no 
gears or clutch pedal to worry 
about. Carefully-placed cam¬ 
eras front and rear on this top 
model Leaf give you views of 
the kerb and let you creep up 


to parked cars with inches to 
spare. 

With driving range the 
biggest worry, the latest Leafs 
have a more efficient electric 
motor and a heater (in the 
top two versions) that’s much 
kinder to the battery. 

You can buy the cheap¬ 
est Visia version for £16,490 
(which includes a £5,000 gov¬ 
ernment grant for electric ve¬ 
hicles) and lease the battery 
for £70 a month, if the annual 
mileage is less than 7,500. You 
can buy both car and battery, 
with the dearest combination 
(like the car on test) retailing 
at £25,490. 

Our kind government, 
anxious to promote electric 


cars, then generously shaves 
£5,000 off the price of the 
Leaf and other all-electric 
machines. 

If it still sounds an expen¬ 
sive way of travelling consid¬ 
er that a full charge is likely to 
cost around £2 on cheap elec¬ 
tricity. That ought to get you 
around 90 miles, so running 
costs are tiny. No road tax or 
congestion charge either, of 
course. 

But there’s still that range 
anxiety. No getting away from 
it, you will soon learn to esti¬ 
mate the likely length of your 
trip in a Leaf, or any other 
purely electrically-powered 
car, for that matter. 

We set off for a shopping 


trip safe in the knowledge we 
could fast charge (in 20 min¬ 
utes) at a Nissan dealership. 
That’s a comfort if you find 
yourself near one, as are the 
series of rapid chargers being 
installed along our motorway 
network, but you’ll still need a 
second, petrol or diesel pow¬ 
ered car if you want total secu¬ 
rity on longish journeys. 

Charging at home will take 
all night from a domestic plug. 
You can have a faster charge 
point installed free under a 
government scheme. 

Mine is a POD point and it 
sits neatly on an outside wall 
waiting for the next electric 
car to pull silently into the 
drive.

Saints’ finest season yet! 


Former chairman Barwell savours title triumph

Keith Barwell says this season 
has been the best in his time at 
Saints. 

The club’s former chair¬ 
man feels the campaign which 
has seen his beloved club 
claim Amlin Challenge Cup 
and Aviva Premiership glory 
surpasses the Heineken Cup 
win in 2000.

“It was overwhelming for 
me, but I’m past my sell by 
date!” he said. 

“I couldn’t sleep on the 
Friday night and was up early 
on Saturday. At the end of it 
all I felt like I’d played in the 
game. 

“I think I was probably 
more happy on Sunday in 
the Market Square, I’ve never 
seen the people of the town so 
happy. We’ve spread a lot of joy 
and I’mjust so pleased for the 
supporters.” 

Meanwhile, director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder has 
signed a new five-year deal at 
Franklin’s Gardens.

window closing in March. 

Akinfenwa will not, how¬ 
ever, be making a return to 
the club this summer with 
Wilder, who is also in the 
market for a left-back, a 


right-back and a winger, 
looking to other targets. 

Meanwhile, striker David 
Moyo has signed a one-year 
contract extension at the 
Cobblers. 

The 19-year-old youth- 
team graduate will enter 
his second year as a profes¬ 
sional next season, having 
made seven appearances in 
the senior side during the 
2013/14 campaign. 


Only two of those came 
under Wilder - and both 
from the bench - but the 
manager believes there is a 
lot more to come from the 
Zimbabwe-born teenager.
